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Grocery Store "1 
Inspection Starts 
Power Struggle

A recent sanitation inspection of Li ncoln grocery stores by 


local health officials has precipitated a power struggle 
between state and local governing agencies. 


State Agriculture Department officials claim that their 


dairy and foods inspection division is the only agency needed 
to inspect Lincoln, Lancaster County and the entire state. 


State officials said the grocery inspection, conducted by 


the City-County Health Department, was not only "inaccurate 
and unfounded." but "totally unnecessary.'1 


Director Glenn Kreuscher said his office should have been 


contacted if, indeed, the results of the survey were as bad as 
the public was led to believe. The survey indicated that most 
of the 45 stores inspected in January were unsanitary to one 
degree or another. 


More Inspections Planned 


Health Department Director E. D. Lyman said follow-up 


inspections are planned, as well as additional education 
programs to show grocers how to improve conditions. 


Dr. Lyman said the grocery report was "not a criticism of 


anybody." Herb Wenant, head of the Bureau of Dairies and 
Foods inspection division, called it a "blanket attack on the 
food industry." 


Kreusther said the local agency is understaffed, under- 


trained and lacking in the necessary testing equipment and 
laboratory facilities to undertake such inspections. 


State officials contend that the local health department is 


just duplicating services provided by the state. Lyman rejected 
the argument that any unnecessary duplication of services 
exists. "It's just a misunderstanding," he explained. 


"If I know state agencies, we need desperately to work 


together because nobody has enough people to do the job." 


Lyman added, "Glenn Kreuscher has a tough job. He 


needs all the help he can get." 


Checks And Balances 


Lyman said additional inspections by the city provide the 


checks and balances needed to offset undue pressure from 
special interest groups. 


The dual inspections "emancipate the enforcing agencies 


so they can do the job which the public expects them to do." 


"Inspections, if based on police action alone, won't work. 


There are not enough policemen around to see that the 
(Sanitation) laws are being followed. We need more 
education," Lyman added. 


Kreuscher said Lincoln would have to hire more people 


and equipment to do the job. Lyman said he wouldn't. 


"We don't want to sound like we're picking on the city, we 


merely think they should not have a program of inspection," 
Kreuscher said. 


The city should even do away with its restaurant inspec- 


tion, he added. The city is wasting time and money and needs 
to be educated about the health laws and standards itself. 


State Has A New Laboratory 


State officials point out they have access to a new 


laboratory, which was a jointly sponsored effort by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Crime Commission and State Health 
Department. 


The Nebraska Food Act covers a wide area of enforce- 


ment with stiff penalties, state officials say. If local grocers 
don't comply with the sanitation standards, "stores would be 
locked up in this town." 


State inspectors review each grocery store six to eight 


times a year. 


Kreuscher argued that it takes 'teal teamwork" between 


the state's field inspectors and the lab to have a successful 
program. That's the type of coordination which can only best 
be served by one overall regulatory body, state officials 
charge. 
Obviously, local health department officials, who have 


equal authority in the matter, don't see it that way. 


The only criteria for judging whether there is a need for 


city inspections indicate there is room for improvement The 
recent grocery survey showed there was. 


•A little Duplication' May Be Good 


"We're protecting the health and lives of people." Lyman 


intoned. "Perhaps we need a little duplication."

End Of Crime Office Urged 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An independent 


study of the government's multi-billion-dollar 
crime-fighting program concludes it has ac- 
complished little and should be abolished. 


"The nation is in no better position today 


that it was when the Omnibus Crime, Control 
and Safe Streets Act of 1968 was enacted," 
says the report, a draft copy of which was ob- 
tained by The Associated Press. 


"Crime has increased and no solutions to 


the crime problem are on the horizon," it 
added. 


Focus of the study was the Law Enforce- 


ment Assistance Administration, which has 
disbursed $4.4 billion in grants to communities 
to help fight crime. 


"It is the conclusion of this report that the 


LEAA program should be abolished," the 
study said. 
New Quakes 
Shock Italy 


UDEVE, Italy (AP) — Two more powerful 


earthquakes shook northeastern Italy and western 
Yugoslavia on Sunday, leveling houses and a 16th 
century cathedral. No new casualties were 
reported, but the official death toll from last 
Thursday's devastating quake reached 812. 


Police officials said they expect to find at least 


400 more bodies buried under the debris, with the 
final death toll exceeding 1,000. 


In Washington, the U.S. Agency for International 


Development announced it has made $353,000 in 
aid available for Italian earthquake victims. 


Rain hampered search and rescue operations 


Sunday and authorities appealed for tents to shelter 
tens of thousands of homeless still lacking tem- 
porary accommodations. 


A shortage of tents is the major problem for the 


relief operation, Health Minister Luciano del Falco 
said. He reported an innoculation campaign against 
typhoid fever was progressing satisfactorily and 
supplies of serum were arriving regularly in the 
quake-striken area. 


The latest tremors, one measuring 5.7 on the 


Richter Scale, brought down the remains of the old 
cathedral in Cividale del Friuli, near Udine, and 
damaged many houses across the border in 
Yugoslavia. 


Yugoslav officials said about 500 families fled 


from their homes in the Tolmin region, where 900 
families had been forced out earlier. 


The new quakes hit as rescue workers continued 


to dig through the rubble in search of survivors and 
others killed by the first of 44 quakes and tremors 
that have ripped through northeast Italy since 
Thiirsilay.' "

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A 15-year-old girl and an 80-year-old woman were 


dug out of the ruins of nearby Gemona after being 
buried alive for 51 hours. Both were in serious con- 
dition, the woman with leg fractures caused by a 
falling refrigerator. 


Maiano, a Friuli province town at the epicenter 


of the tremors, held the first mass burial of the dis- 
aster. The Rev. Giovanni Ribis told a tearful mass: 
"We will rebuild the town. We will work as 
brothers and sisters as we have always been." Then 
89 coffins were buried, some wrapped in green, 
white and red Italian flags, others in red roses and 
white carnations. 


More than 2,000 persons were injured, about 


150,000 left homeless and 30,000 without jobs after 
Italy's worst earthquake in 61 years. 


The Thursday night quake measured 6-9 on the 


Richter, a measure of ground motion as recorded 
on seismographs. 


Entitled "Law and Disorder IV," the report 


was the fourth in a series of studies of LEAA. 
All were directed by Sarah C. Carey, a 
Washington attorney, and all were highly 
critical of the program. 


The study will be published by the Center 


for National Security Studies, a private, non- 
profit research group with headquarters here 
that specializes in topics including law en- 
forcement. 


The study examined the LEAA's high im- 


pact program under which $160 million was 
channeled to eight cities in an effort to reduce 
stranger-to-stranger crime. The impact cities 
were Atlanta, Baltimore, Cleveland, Dallas, 
Denver, St. Louis, Newark, N.J., and 
Portland, Ore. 


A copy of the study has not been made 


available yet to the LEAA. 


The agency itself paid a private research 


firm. Mitre Corp , $2.4 million to evaluate the 
result of the program for the eight cities, a 
project of the Nixon Administration begun in 
1972. 


The Mitre report, released March 2, said 


that violent crime has considerably worsened 
in the eight cities. It added that the increase 
might have been much greater if the program 
had not been in operation 


The latest study said: "LEAA's perfor- 


mance in the High Impact program was an 
irresponsible, ill-conceived and politically- 
motivated effort to 'throw money at a social 
program' '' 


"Many of the cities had no idea how to 


effectively spend such a high level of funding 
in such a short period of time and complained 


bitterly about LEAA's lack of assistance," it 
added 


The High Impact program "imposed multi- 


ple levels of red tape.' the study said 


It criticized the program for having "no 


clear objective and no preconceived idea of 
what would work " 


And, finally, it said, the program "did not 


produce significant results in regard to 


"LEAA officials quietly agree." said the 


report "that the crime reduction goals were 
unrealistic and, except for the monotonous up- 
service paid to them in project evaluations. 
they have been abandoned." 


The study said that LEAA officials "at all 


level; < onrede that they simply do not know 
what wrks to reduce or prevent cnme "

Mrs. Sharon Baiters, mother of two 


boys, spent several hours Mother's Day 
helping people get their blood pressure 
checked. 


She was one of 20 to 30 volunteers who 


manned free Wood pressure check 
stations in 9 Lincoln shopping centers 
Sunday. The project was co-sponsored by 
the Nebraska Heart Association and the 
Capital City Kiwanis Club. 


Mrs. Baiters, of 2932 N. Corner, has a 


special reason to want to help out. On 
Mother's Day last year, her 6-year-old son 
Marcus begged to have his pressure read 
at a similar check station. The too-high 


reading alerted the family to seek 
medical help, and may have saved Mar- 
cus" life. 


Marcus had a constriction of the aorta, 


the mam blood vessel carrying blood 
away from the heart. It was corrected 
surgically. 


Now Marcus is a Lively, active boy who 


loves to swim and play football. He has a 
heart condition which will need to be 
checked regularly, but he is alive and 
healthy, partly because of the blood- 
pressure check last May. 


Mrs. Baiters said that more than 200 


people had their blood pressure checked 
at her station Sunday. All nine stations 
will be open May 15 "and 22 as well. 


The actual readings are taken by 


registered nurses and nursing students at 
the stations. 


The Nebraska Heart Association 


reports that about 10" of the people 
checked at the stations show high 
readings These people are asked to see 
their own physicians for further examina- 
tion. 


Mrs Baiters noticed more families 


with mothers visiting the station Sunday. 


"A lot of prople urge their mother to do 


it." Mrs Baiters reported, "and then the 
mother says 'You do it, too' " 


It's a good thing for the whole family to 


do on a Sunday afternoon. Mrs. Baiters 
feels It only takes a few minutes, and it 
could save vour life

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Fighting Follows Election Of New President 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - Waves of explosions 


shattered a brief calm in Beirut on Sunday night 
and fighting with tanks and artillery was reported 
in the countryside a day after the election of a 
new president. 


The Palestinian Revolutionary Command 


(PRO charged that Christian militiamen and 
army regulars loyal to outgoing President 
Suleiman Franjieh were attacking leftist Moslem 
zones. 


In Beirut, about 25 explosions rattled the city 


within a 15-minute period Sunday night and 
others continued intermittently. 


"The (right-wing Christian) isolationist forces 


have deliberately been violating the truce," the 
PRC said in a statement circulated by the 


guerrilla news agency, WAFA. 


Other sources said tanks were being used at 


Aintoura, 35 miles north of Beirut and there was 
shelling in the mountains 25 miles northeast of 
the capital. It was not known bow many tanks 
were involved. 


Police reported earlier that at least 78 persons 


were killed and 130 were wounded in clashes that 
had tapered off in the morning. 


Special U.S. envoy L. Dean Brown conferred 


with President-elect Elias Sarkte in a bid to reach 
a formula that would end the civil war 
between Moslems and Christians that has claimed 
18.000 lives 


Few details were available, but informed 


sources said Brown suggested a national recon- 


cilation process to be spearheaded by Sarkis. 


The two men discussed "future eventualities 


and the desired extent of the U.S. contribution to 
rebuild Lebanon's economy," the sources added. 


Leftists, despite the new charges, indicated, 


they migh* be willing to support Sarkis if political 
and economic reform programs giving the 
Moslem majority more power are initiated quick- 
ly. 


"Regardless of indications to the contrary, it is 


certain we are moving steadily toward a 
settlement," said a leftist spokesman. 


"We are waiting for a gesture from Sarkis, to 


clarify his position and intentions regarding 
demanded reformation (reforms), security plans 
and status of the Palestinian resistance move- 
ment for which we have sacrificed so much." 


The spokesman insisted all leftist groups op- 


pose foreign intervention in the Lebanese civil 
war and said the new Christian president will 
have to "assert his power in his own right." 
Sarkis was Syria's candidate for the presidency 
and his election was widely thought to open the 
way for increased Syrian participation in efforts 
under way to bolster security conditions in the 
country. 


"The so-called security vacuum will have to be 


filled by the Lebanese, the Lebanese alone, solely 
by reuniting the army and beefing up internal 
security forces," the leftist spokesman added. 


Outgoing President Franjieh is expected to an- 


nounce his resignation sometime next week, local 
newspapers quoted his son Tony as saying. 


Otto Kerner Loses Fight 
For Life, Cleared Name 


CHICAGO (AP) - Former 


Illinois Gov. Otto Kerner died 
Sunday, ending a two-year battle 
with cancer and a fight to clear 
his name after conviction in a 
race track scandal three years 
ago. 


Kerner gained national 


recognition in 1967 when Presi- 
dent Lyndon Johnson appointed 
him chairman of the President's 
Commission on the Causes and 
Prevention of Violence. 


The Kerner Report warned 


that the country was "moving 
toward two societies, one black, 
one white — separate and un- 
equal." 


Kerner, who was governor of 


Illinois from 1961 to 1968, died at 
4:35 a.m. at Illinois Masonic 


Medical Center, a hospital 
spokesman said. 


He entered the facility April 12 


for cancer treatments, one year 
after surgeons removed the top 
third of his right lung. Since 
then, Kerner has had extensive 
cobalt and chemotherapy 
treatments. 


Kerner, 67, resigned the gover- 


norship in 1968 to accept ap- 
pointment to the 7th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. It was while 
serving on the federal court that 
he was indicted for income tax 
evasion, conspiracy and mail 
fraud in connection with a racing 
stock scandal. 


He was convicted of the 


charges in February 1973, the 
first sitting judge of a U.S. Court 
of Appeals to be indicted and 
convicted of a criminal charge. 


Kerner and a longtime 


associate, Theodore J. Isaacs, 
were accused of accepting race 
track stock wcrth $300,000 for 
$50.000. Federal prosecutors 
said the stock was made 
available to Kerner and Issacs to 
insure that certain racing groups 
received favorable race meeting 
dates. The meeting dates were 
selected by members of the 
Illinois racing boards who were 
appointed by Kerner. 


The government also accused 


Kerner of improperly filing in- 
come tax returns in 1966 and 
1967 and concealing ownership 
of the race track stock through 
complicated financial transac- 
tions. 


Kerner was sentenced to three 


years at a federal correction

center in Lexington, Ky., but 
was paroled because of ill health 
in March 1975. 


Throughout the trial and his 


imprisonment, 
Kerner 


proclaimed his innocence and 
vowed to clear his name. "This 
battle is even more important 
than life itself because it in- 
volves my reputation and honor, 
which are dearer than life 
itself," he once said. 


Future Pact Out If Congress Says No 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) - 


Future defense pacts between 
the United States and Turkey 
will be virtually ruled out if the 
U.S. Congress rejects a $1 billion 
defense agreement between the 
two NATO allies, Premier 
Suleyman Demirel said Sunday. 


The 52-year-old premier also 


disclosed in an interview that the 
Soviet Union has pledged $1 
billion in easy-term credits to 
fund Turkish development and 
industrial projects. 


Turkey, which lies on Russia's 


southern border, has been a key 
element in the American policy 
of containment of the Soviet 
Union since Cold War days. The 
Turks have a standing army of 
half- a million, largest among 
European NATO members, and 
26 US. military electronic sur- 


veillance stations which monitor 
Soviet activities. 


After Congress imposed an 


arms embargo 14 months ago, 
because American weapons 
were used in the 1974 Turkish in- 
vasion of Cyprus, Demirel 
turned toward the Soviet bloc 
for trade and economic coopera- 
tion. He stopped short of accep- 
ting Soviet weapons offers. 


U.S. government analysts" 


paint a dismal, but vague, 
strategic picture for the United 
States if Turkey goes without 
American bases and arms. The 
bases were closed last July as a 
result of the U.S. arms embargo. 


In March, Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger announced 
the United States had agreed to 
supply Turkey with $1 billion in 
military aid over four years in 


return for reopening of the 
bases. A similar agreement for 
$700 million is pending with 
Greece. However, congressional 
approval for both appears un- 
likely. It is not yet known when 
Congress will vote. 


American critics in Congress 


say Turkey should not receive 
aid as long as there is no settle- 
ment of the Greek-Turk conflict 
on Cyprus. 


"If the agreement is rejected 


...,'' Demirel said, "it should be 
better not to have it... It would 
be very difficult to have another 
agreement along these lines or 
along other lines. What is the use 
of having agreements with the 
U.S. government because we 
don't know whether they will be 
rejected or accepted by 
Congress." 


Turning to Greece, Demirel 


disclosed that the foreign 
ministers of both countries 
would meet privately during a 
NATO ministerial conference in 
Oslo, May 19. 


Diplomatic sources say the 


meeting could set up a summit 
between Demirel and Greek 
Premier 
Constantine 


Caramanlis. He did not dismiss a 
proposal by Caramanlis to sign a 
non-aggression pact. 


Besides the Cyprus issue, 


Turkey and Greece have conflic- 
ting claims over exploration 
rights to the continental shelf in 
the Aegean Sea, control of air 
space in the area and the arming 
of Greek islands along the 
Turkish coast. 


Baltimore, Md. (AP) - 


Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger on Sunday warned that 
continuation of the status quo in 
the Middle East dwarfs all of the 
risks facing Israel in negotiations 
with the Arabs. But, he added, 
"There will be no imposed 
solutions." 


Neither the United States nor 


any other outside power will dic- 
tate a Middle East settlement, 
he said.

added that Israel can continue to 
count on U.S. support. 
"We 


have proposed $4.1 billion for 
the next two years" for the 
Jerusalem government, he 
said. 


A strong Israel depends on a 


strong and dependable United 
States, the secretary went 
on. "This year's defense budget 
will allow us to contine to im- 
prove our military forces to en- 
sure that no other nation can 
threaten us, our interests or our 
friends," Kissinger said. 


"So those who want America 


strong in one part of the world 
have a special obligation to keep 
it strong in all strategically im- 
portant areas," he said.

Attack Mountain Rally In Spain 


MONTEJURRA, Spain (AP) 


— Terrorists shot into a crowd of 
5,000 chanting Cariists, killing 
one and injuring three, Sunday 
as they scrambled upward 
through mud and boulders to a 
mountaintop rally and Roman 
Catholic mass. 


The violence, blamed by rally 


leaders on right extremists, was 
the worst such clash since the 
death of Spain's longtime ruler, 
Francisco Franco, 5% months 
ago/ 


The gunmen, hidden in the 


mountain mists, fired two bursts 
at random into the front ranks of 
marchers hiking to the top of 
Montejarra Mountain to pay 
homage to Carlist war dead, the 
rally leaders said. 


Carlist leader Prince Carlos 


Hugo de Borbon Parma, walking 
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some 50 yards behind the 
wounded, left the procession 
after the ambush. His Dutch 
wife, Princess Irene, climbed on 
to the top, however, to celebrate 
communion near the snipers' 
roost. 


The Cariists, Spain's oldest 


political party, date from 1833 
when Don Carlos, brother of 
King Ferdinand VII, opposed 
succession of the king's daughter 
to the throne of Spain. Today 
they still seek to place Don 
Carlos' descendant, Prince 
Carlos Hugo, on the throne in 
place of King Juan Carlos de 
Borbon, Franco's chosen 
successor. 


Cariists fought on the side of 


Franco during the 1936-39 civil 
war but have since turned to 
socialism. Cries of "Carlism- 
soaalism" and "Workers self- 
management" were mixed with 


calls for liberty and amnesty for 
political prisoners during the 90- 
minute climb. 


The 46-year-old Prince Carlos 


Hugo, ordered out of Spain for il- 
legal political activity in 1968, 
slipped across the border from 
France for the annual march 
with the knowledge of the 
government 


Women wept, old men shook 


their climbing canes in anger, 
and hundreds backed down the 
bail, but the crowd, including 
children, was generally calm.

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Senator Church Senses 'Surge7 In His Campaign

Returning to Lincoln Sunday night with the 


endorsement of Lt. Gov. Gerald Whelan in his 
hands, Sen. Frank Church said he can sense "a 
surge" in his presidential primary campaign.

NEW RAYMER, Colo. (AP) 


—A gunman who fled Louisiana 
with a woman hostage three 
days ago was shot and killed by 
FBI agents Sunday after a seven- 
hour chase across northeastern 
Colorado, authorities said. The 
woman escaped with minor in- 
juries. 


The gunman, identified as 


Steve H Coleman, 31, of Bossier 
City, La., was wanted on a bank 
robbery charge in Louisiana, of- 
ficials said. 


Ted Rosack, special agent in 


charge of the Denver FBI office, 
said Coleman was killed by a 
bullet through the neck seconds 
after he was forced to stop at a 
police roadblock near New 
Raymer. 


Another officer fired a~ 


shotgun blast through the stolen 
car's rear window. The hostage, 
Linda Richardson, 24, of 
Shreveport, La., leaped from the- 
car and ran for safety in a ditch. 


She was hospitalized in 


satisfactory condition Sunday 
with minor lacerations of the 
head and left shoulder. 


Mrs. Richardson, whom 


Coleman reportedly had dated 
before her marriage, allegedly 
was abducted from her home 
early Thursday. 


Authorities said Coleman was 


accompanied by Ricky Everhart, 
20. also of Bossier City. 


Everbart was taken into- 


custody Saturday afternoon after 
law enforcement officers were 
alerted by a note Mrs. Richard- 
son left in a restaurant restroom 
in Kit Carson, Colo. 


Lincoln County Undersheriff 


Mason Jones said the Colorado 
State Patrol stopped a car with 
Louisiana plates in Hugo, Colo. 


Jones said Everhart got out of 


the car, but Coleman pulled a 
gun on Mrs. Richardson and 
sped off. 


A state patrol spokesman said 


officers allowed Coleman to 
leave Hugo after he threatened 
to kill the woman. 


Several hours later, Coleman 


was surrounded by law officers 
at a service station in Brush. He 
negotiated with officers and 
demanded to talk to a newsman.

Sometimes we wonder whether 


statutory and constitutional protections of 
citizens' rights are widely appreciated. 


Such guarantees as the right to an open 


trial or the public's right to know or an 
open and accountable government were 
broad principles literally won in blood by

Such principles were engraved for 
all time in our Constitution and further 
refined in law in a host of jurisdictions 
large and small. 


But principles often become warped 


by time and the competition with other 
needs. 


It is now argued — and quite soundly 


in some cases — that the fairest trial a man 
might receive is a closed trial, or a partially 
Closed trial. That idea makes many people 
familiar with a closed system of justice 
wince in mental pain, but it is argued here 
in a free land by reasonable and well- 
meaning people. 


Likewise, those who govern will argue 


they can do so effectively in certain cases 
only in secret. They may be right, but it is 


still a lousy principle. At the highest level 
of government in this country, secrecy has 
a valuable ally in the belief of the people 
that it is necessary for their security. At 
levels of government closer to the people, 
secrecy is often opted for to protect the 
sensibilities of the public or its servants. 


There are certain times, gosh darn it, 


when the public has no business knowing 
all about public business, it is argued. 


A case in point: the firing last week of 


the Falls City police chief by the mayor at 
an executive session of the City Council. 


The mayor responded to a question 


about the legality of firing the police chief 
in an executive session with a beautiful and 
spirited defense of governmental 
exclusiveness. 


The mayor reportedly said: "It (the 


open meetings law) does not apply in this 
isntance because of personalities ... and 
things that had no need of airing to the 
public."

There you have it: Public, butt out!

Let's keep our eye on the legislative 


and University of Nebraska regental elec- 
tions tomorrow. 


They have been obscured by the 


presidential and U.S. Senate contests and, 
in districts other than this one, by a cou- 
ple of congressional donneybrooks. 


But they may tell us more about the 


political future of Nebraska than any of 
Tuesday's other results. 


Governor Exon has been engaged in a 


political battle with the Legislature for a 
long time, chiefly over tax and spending 
policies. 


The governor may not win all the 


battles with the senators, but he has won 
the political war. Look at his ratings in 
statewide polls and surveys. 


This year, Exon's chief spending target 


was the university budget. The Board of 
Regents gave NU President D. B. Varner 
a vote of confidence as the battle raged 
over the university's budget request. 


What effect all of that had on the voters 


— or if there was any at all — may be 
measured by Tuesday's vote. 


Nominations for 25 legislative seats are 


at stake in Tuesday's primary — and 18 of 
them are hdd by incumbents. Some of 
them are Exon supporters; many of them 
are not. 


Nominations to four seats on the Board 


of Regents will be handed out. In each 
case, an incumbent's record is on the line. 
And, in each case, there are enough 
challengers to jeopardize his renomina- 
tion. No free primary rides. 


If there is voter dissatisfaction in 


Nebraska over state spending policies, it 
may surface in those 29 dection results. 


If there are to be victims, they would 


probably be incumbents. And they might 
be dealt with indiscriminately, with little

regard as to who formed the governor's 
major oppositioa 


Nebraska voters have turned on in- 


cumbents before, wiping out a number of 
regents in one recent election and" 
restructuring the State Board of Educa- 
tion in another. 


There has been some sdective cutting 


of state senators in the recent past, but no 
wholesale rejection of incumbents. 


Exon has not made his disagreements 


with senators or regents an issue hi the 
primary dection. And it would be a 
departure from his past actions if he were 
to do so in any major way in this 
autumn's general dection. 


So Exon's public support is not on the 


line tomorrow. 


But we might have a small clue as to 


voter satisfaction or dissatisfaction once 
the counting is completed.

If there is a conservative capital of 


Nebraska, it would probably have to be 
McCook. Sony, Norfolk. 


Snuggled down in the scenic 


Republican River Valley (where dse?) in 
southwest Nebraska, McCook is an attrac- 
tive community of 8,000 or 9,000 souls. 


A Republican stronghold, it gave Jim 


Exon a huge majority in 1970 when he 
mounted a conservative challenge to then 
Gov. Norbert Tiemann. 


I may be wrong, but if memory serves 


me well, its newspaper was the only daily 
in the state to support the Democratic 


contender in his battle with the 
Republican incumbent. 


The issue was fiscal conservatism, and 


McCook voters responded by choosing 
political philosophy over political party. 


And Exon remains popular in the town 


despite his Democratic allegiance. He 
turned back Dick Marvel's GOP 
challenge in 1974 by a Red Willow County 
vote of 2,116 to 1,289. 


(Four years earlier, Tiemann had been 


buried in the Republican county by 2,771 
to 1,078.) 


So, you can imagine what it was like 


last week when the chief spokesman for 
conservatism, Ronald Reagan, came to 
town. A hero's welcome, that's what. 


Questioners among the more than 2,000 


persons crowded into the city auditorium 
sometimes concluded their remarks with 
a "God bless you," or "Hope you make it 
to the White House." 


The questions induded: crime and 


dope, U.S. food supplies to communist 
nations, energy, tax laws, a one-term 
limit for presidents, an MIA accounting, 
the gold standard, labor union power and 
so-called right-to-work laws. 


Each answer was accompanied by 


applause and cheers. 


(After a slip of the tongue in which 


Reagan referred to "a single six-year 
sentence" for presidents, he laughed: 
"You can see I don't have any illusions 
about the job.") 


Back on his campaign plane, Reagan 


enthused about the reception: "It's hard 
to believe those polls (showing him 
behind in Nebraska) after that last stop." 


McCook, the conservative capital of 


Nebraska and the home of Nebraska's 
most famous congressional figure, 
George Norris, a liberal.

NEW YORK — Hank Grover is a volu- 


ble Texas conservative who ran for gover- 
nor of that state in 1972 and who is an ar- 
dent supporter of Ronald Reagan for 
President As soon as the George Wallace 
campaign began to collapse after the 
Florida primary, Grover thought he 
sensed opportunity in Texas for Reagan. 


In January, the Supreme Court had 


given Grover his chance to do something 
about it by ruling that an individual could 
spend as much of his own money as he 
wanted in support of a candidate, as long 
as he did not co-ordinate his spending 
with that candidate's official campaign 
organization. 


So just before die Texas primary, and 


with Reagan strapped for cash because of 
the suspension of campaign subsidies 
from the inoperative Federal Elections 
Commission, Grover laid down $24,600 of 
his own money for newspaper ads. They 
were placed in 52 dailies in medium-sized 
Texas communities — El Paso and Waco 
were the largest — mostly east of 
Interstate 35, which roughly bisects 
Texas. 


Grover was taking dead aim at the 


"crossover vote" — Wallace and other 


Wooing The Crossover Vote 


conservative Democratic voters who 
were potentially favorable to Reagan but 
who either did not know they could vote 
in the Republican primary, or did not 
know the mechanics of doing so, or 
feared that if they did they would be 
locked into voting Republican next 
November, no matter who the nominees 
might be. 


The ads featured a strong-chinned pic- 


ture of Reagan, a statement of his stan- 
dard conservative position, and two 
strong pitches to the potential crossovers 
— that they were free to vote Republican 
in May and for anyone they chose in 
November; but that if they were for 
Reagan, they might not have a chance to 
vote for him in November unless they did 
so first in the May primary. 


The ads — reaching a total circulation 


of more than 700,000 — also directed peo- 
ple to "call your local newspaper" for in- 
structions on where to go to vote for 
Reagan. When the ad appeared in the 
morning Waco News-Tribune, callers 
swamped that newspaper's switchboard; 
so in the afternoon Herald, the line was 
dropped from the ad and a front-page 
story was published to give the voting 
directions. 


In El Paso, whether or not dut to the 


Grover ad, me Republican vote rose to 


twice what it had ever been before; 
statewide, more than 400,000 people 
voted in the Republican primary, 
although not even the confident Grover 
had predicted more than 300,000 and only 
about 124,000 had voted for him in a con- 
tested primary in 1972. 


"I knew die vote was oat there," he 


said gleefully. 


"The people only needed to know how 


to cross over." Reagan, of coarse, swept 
all 96 Republican delegates in Texas and 
three days later, with the aid of more 
crossovers, defeated Gerald Ford in In- 
diana, Georgia and Alabama. 


Reagan's comeback ought to ease his 


fund-raising -problems, even if federal 
subsidies continue to be withheld; and 
the examples of Hank Grover and the 
American Conservative Union — which 
has spent $110,000 for ads backing Reagan 
in seven states, including $33,000 in Texas 
and $15,000 in Indiana — may well lure 
other conservative organizations and in- 
dividuals into the political financing field. 


That isn't exactly what campaign finan- 


cing reform was all about but it seems 
fair enough, "owing to the delayed sub- 
sidies and the big financial advantage 


Ford is enjoying as an incumbent presi- 
dent 


More importantly, if the Wallace vote is 


going heavily to Reagan where crossovers 
are permitted, that fact is bound to 
suggest to many Republicans that Reagan 
would be a stronger candidate than Ford 
in the South. 


Since Jimmy Carter of Georgia now has 


such a long lead for the Democratic 
nomination, and obviously would also be 
a strong contender on the crucial 
southern battleground, Reagan may 
begin to look better and better as a poten- 
tial Republican nominee 


The fact is that as American politics has 


developed in the last decade, probably no 
Republican can hope to win the presiden- 
cy unless be can cany much of what was 
once the solidly Democratic South. 


And if Reagan can also win in Ford's 


home state, Michigan — where the 
Wallace crossover could be vital again — 
he might begin to look stronger than bad 
been believed even in the industrial states 
of the North, with their blue-collar 
strongholds. In such states, what used to 
be the Wallace vote might make the 
difference next fall

She continued her education,

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Chicken Manure Test-Marketed

"(luck, cluck," said the little 


red hen as she gathered her baby 
chicks about her in the barnyard. 


This farm story in Ist-grade 


readers was a true representa- 
tion of farmyards 20 years ago, 
but most of today's eggs are 
produced in ultramodern poultry 
houses where machines bring 
feed to chickens and more 
machines remove manure and 
eggs. 


Manure, a necessary evil, in 


the process of producing eggs 
just may become a more impor- 
tant product than the eggs if an 
e f f o r t now underway at 
W a k e f i e l d 
Nebraska is 


successful. 


The cluck that the little red 


hen used to call her babies lives 
on as the label of a new organic 
fertilizer being test marketed 
throughout the US. by Wald- 
baums, one of Nebraska's largest 
poultry and egg firms. 


"We are very serious about 


Cluck." said Dan Gardner, vice 
president of the Waldbaum com- 
pany. "We have spent a million 
and a half dollars so far That is 
about as serious as you can get in 
any business," he said. 


The poultry operation is 


managed by Davey Crockett, a 
direct descendent of the frontier 
scout, who is concerned that 
Cluck may become too 
successful. "They may decide 
they don't have enough chickens 
to make enough Cluck," 
Crockett said. 


There have been other brands 


of organic fertilizers on the 
market, but Crockett and 
Gardner believe they have a 
much better product than those 
that had been available previous- 
ly. 


"For one thing, we dehydrate 


it. It is all fertilizer — not water 
— so you get a better buy for 
your money. Also we feel that it 
will feed through an ordinary 
lawn fertilizer applicator better 
than most kinds of organic fer- 
tilizers," Crockett said. 


One of the best features of the 


product is that it smells good. 
The odor is somewhat like 
chicken feed or similar to the 
odor of a garden store in spring. 
It is an odor that suggests fertili- 
ty without annoying the person 
using it. 


Gardner points out that Cluck 


is not a product for farmers. "It 
is a city product for the gardener 
or person who needs to improve 
. the tilth of his lawn.

Cow slaughter during March 


was 789.000 head — up 18% from 
a year earlier and up 14% from 
projections for the month. For 
the first three months of 1976, 
cow slaughter totaled 2,749.000 
head. That represented an in- 
crease of 24% over a year earlier 
and 10~ over the previously 


projected total of 25 million 
cows for the first quarter. 


The projections referred to in 


the ANCA report are monthly 
and annual cow slaughter rates 
previously estimated as being 
needed in 1976 to balance cow 
herd size with beef demand and 
today's production cost levels. 
The estimates were made by 
economists with Cattle-Fax, the 
market analysis service spon- 
sored by ANCA, 


For the entire year of 1976, the 


projection is that cow slaughter 
will have to total at least 9.7 
million head if the cow herd is to 
level off at a size in balance with 
human population and beef de- 
mand. A leveling of the cow herd 
would follow a decrease during 
1975.

Feeder Sees 
Much Change 
In 49 Years 


Minden (AP) - N. M. Stadler 


of Minden has been feeding cat- 
tle for 49 years and seen a lot of 
changes he calls startling. 


For instance, he bought 28 


mixed cattle weighing around 
400 pounds for five to seven 
cents a pound in 1927 and sold 
them finished in Kansas City for 
12 cents a pound. 


"Of course, when cattle sell 


for the prices they do today, you 
don't need this sort of a 
margin," he said. 


But this is the way Stadler 


began his cattle feeding near 
Keene and he has continued it 
ever since. Today sons Merlin 
and Leon have taken over the 
feeding operation, which in- 
cludes hundreds of head each 
year 


His story has been one of 


steady progress from the scoop 
shovel to the modern feed wag- 
on that almost eliminates hand 
labor. 


He recalls that the first couple 


of years of cattle feeding went 
pretty good and the margin was 
good. 


"The second yearT nought'55 


head and.sold them to the same -. 
buyer for $i3J>0 per hun- 
dredweight. They made money, 
too," he said. 


The spring of 1929 he bought 


80 acres of land for $10,000 and 
65 head of cattle for the same 
price he paid the two years be- 
fore. 


"We bought the farm in May 


and the economic crash of 1929 
"came in December," he said. 
' 'The next three years, 1930-1932, 
were tough. A buyer offered me 
five cents a pound for a pen and 
I turned him down. I shipped 
them to Omaha and got five 
cents a pound minus freight" 


However, things got tougher in 


1934, the year of the disastrous 
drought, hot winds and no crops. 


H o w e v e r , cattle feeding 


turned out better that year. He 
had 24 head of small cattle for 
which he paid $2-$2.50 per hun- 
dredweight. He sold the first 12 
for $8.60 per hundredweight and 
the second 12 for $9.60. 


"For 10 years we made very 


little actual money." be said. 
"We managed to pay the inter- 
est on the land and that was 
about all" 


"It wasn't easy during those 


years, but we never really hurt. 
The Lord was good to us. We 
feel we have gotten along quite 
well" 


ly designed for the task, and it 
had to meet Environmental 
Protection Agency requirements 
on dust and odor problems.

cy, similar to potting soil. It is 
dried in a huge rolling dryer 
fueled by oil, and the hot air is 
resued to save fuel costs in the 
drying operation. 


The material is then screened 


to the desired size and run into 
holding bins from which it is 
bagged in the fancy plastic bags 
that hopefully will attract the 
customer's eye in the 
marketplace.

The massive outbreak of hog 


cholera in New England ap- 
parently was due to someone 
selling hog cholera vaccine in the 
area. 


It has been illegal to sell the 


vaccine for several years, so it is 
likely the stuff came from aging 
supplies or was imported. 


Pearly reports had suggested 


the disease may have originated 
with hogs that were fed in gar- 
bage. Investigators are still 
trying to track down the source 
of the problem. 


It is doubly tragic because we 


had begun to export a sizable 
quantity of hog products to a 
number of nations that ban 
purchases from countries that 
have the disease. 


If anyone has any leftover 


supplies of vaccine in storage, he 
should call his state or federal 
veterinarian who will pick up the 
vaccine and destroy it safely., (It 
had to be stored in a freezer so 
check there too.) 


The outbreak has killed 19,000 


animals and- cost > the .U.S. 
taxpayer some $2.4 million. 
Final figures may be even higher 
before the clean-up program 
ends.

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Sales of convenience foods 


dropped a bit in 1974 when the 
economy went down hill, but the 
do-it-yourself-in-the-kitchen 
movement seems to be dying as 
the economy recovers. 


In spite of an abundunt supply 


of food in this country, a whole 
array of substitutes and syn- 
thetics is finding an ever growing 
market 


We have come to accept ar- 


tifical creamers and margarine 
as foods instead of food sub- 


stitutes, but that is what they 
are. New technology is gradually 
improving artifical meats made 
from soy products but that is just 
the beginning. 


Products such as Tang are 


taking the place of citrus juices; 
sweetners made from corn are 
making inroads into the sugar 
markets. 


All that is of interest when we 


look at food profits. The average 
pre-tax profits of leading food 
companies has declined from 8% 
in 1967 to 7.6% last year. 


There are, however, 18 major 


companies who have managed to 
double their earnings per share 
in the last 10 yearsjndicating 
there must be a number that 
went broke. 


The tax cost and other costs 


are very high. The average yield 
on investment to stockholders is 
only 3.7% for the 18 successful 
companies.

Soybeans suddenly look like 


they may be a better crop this 
year than most farmers suspect. 


Soybeans have been dis- 


appearing at a nice steady rate in 
spite of palm oil exports being 
blamed for holding prices down. 


Worlf feed grain and wheat 


crops now appear to be quite 
large unless the weather goes 
sour over a rather large area — 
which could of course happen. 


Soybean acreage is down in 


the U.S. and not really greatly in- 
creased in Brazil. Livestock 
numbers are rising in the U.S. 
and most other nations. 


If the Russians should decide 


to make a major purchase of 
U.S. soybeans, we could see a 
good spurt in prices. 


Our feed grain prospects today 


are overwhelming and almost 
certain to drown price incentive 
factors unless a major portion of 
the Grain Belt turns dry. 


Swine and poultry almost have 


to have soy meal in their diets to 
have efficient growth rates. Pork 
and poultry production are 
experiencing sharp increases 
which will have to result in an 
improved demand Ifor soy 
meal), particularly if feed grain 
becomes cheap enough to 
provide an incentive to increase 
livestock production even nfisre. 


There is no chance of $iJ 


soybeans in sight, but there is a 
very good chance that soybean 
will be a better investment on 
cropland this year than feed 
grains in terms of a return on in- 
vestment.

For $25 you may become dis- 


tinguished overnight! 


But if you don't pay the $25 


membership fee, you turn into 
an ordinary student, graduating 
senior, public official, man or 
woman. 


With the end of the school 


year approaching, the Nebraska 
Consumer Protection Division of 
Atty. Gen. Paul Douglas' offke 
warns graduating seniors as well 
as other Nebraskans of the gim- 
micks used by some companies 
to make money. 


Although it is noted that many 


Who's Who and distinguished 
citizen honors are legitimate, 
there are some people in the 
game merely to make money. 


For example, one firm sends a 


letter to individuals in which the 
person is informed that he or she 
has been nominated for 
membership 
in 
this 


"distinguished person," society. 


It explains that citizens 


selected for this honor are those 
whose background, past 
achievements and service to 
their city, state and nation are 
worthy of recognition and 
membership. 


But membership is the catch 


— it costs "only ?25" for a 
lifetime membership including a 
"beautiful" 
membership cer- 


tificate and commendation cer- 
tificate for past achievements. 


The letter asks that the in- 


dividual fill out the enclosed 
biographical information sheet 
and return it with a check or 


money order for $25. 


According to Asst. Atty Gen. 


Jerry Fennell, head of the Con- 
sumer Protection Division, this 
gimmick is also used 0.1 
graduating high school seniors 
with a letter being sent to their 
parents requesting some sum of 
money either for membership or 
for the volume in which their 
son or daughter's name will be 
listed. 


Others tell the person he or 


she has been selected and asks 
that the individual return the 
form with $2b, and as a result his 
or her name will be included in 
the book and a copy of the 
volume will be sent to the in- 
dividual. 


The Better Business Bureau 


has received inquiries about 
such operations but the 
Cornhusker office has received 
no complaints. 


However, other Better 


Business Bureaus throughout 
the country have received some 
complaints concerning failures 
or delays in delivery of the paid- 
for volumes. 


Lois Tefft of the Cornhusker 


office, urges individuals with 
questions about such operations 
to contact the Better Business 
Bureau before spending any 
money.

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Don't Scrape Off Molds

The practice of scraping molds off cheese, 


bread and other foods should be stopped. 


Dr. Lloyd Bullerman, associate professor of 


food science and technology at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln, said the accepted practice in 
many American homes of scraping molds from 
foods may present potential hazards to human 
health. 


He said it is not yet known which molds are 


harmful, but some of the dangerous ones may be 
on the food you just scraped clean. 


"Since it is difficult to tell the dangerous 


molds from the harmless ones, it is best to regard 
all mold growth as potentially harmful," Dr. 
Bullerman said 


Dr. Bullerman, who has spent the last six 


years studying mold from foods, describes a mold 
as the visible growth of a tiny fungus. 


"Mold usually starts as a small white-to-gray. 


cotton-like patch on the surface of a food item. as 
the mold matures, its color may change to green, 
blue, black or gray," he said. 


He noted that trimming or scraping the sur- 


face of the food will not necessarily remove the 
hazard since the mold growth may have 
penetrated into the surface of the food 


AvTording to Dr Bullerman, molds pose the 


three following possible health hazards 


—First, pertain molds are capable of causing 


infections with the eyes, ears, sinuses and 
respiratory tract being particularly susceptible to 
these infections 


—Second, mycotoxins are a potential hazard 


Studies ha\e shown that some mycotoxins cause 
rancor in animals although this "does not mean 
the mycotoxins will definitely cause cancer in 
humans 
according to Dr Bailsman. 


—Third, mold spores are aliergemc and may 


cause respirator) allergies and skin reactions. 


According to Dr Bullerrnan, his research has 


centered around molds which grow on 
refrigerated foods including retail samples of 
cheese, cured meats and refrigerated bread and 
dough products 


Most of the molds present did not produce 


known mycotoxins under the conditions of the 
test, he said, but a small percentage of these 
isolated were found to be capable of producing 
one or more of the known toxins 


"Our next step is to grow the toxin-producing 


molds on foods under normal refrigerator con- 
ditions We need to determine if the toxins can be 
produced on refrigerated foods," he said 


Liquid Crystals In Bra Can Help Women Check For Breast Cancer 


New York (UPI) — A bra incorporating 


liquid crystals — the stuff that makes a 
mood stone ring work — can help women 
in their monthly breast self-examination, 
according to Dr. Philip Strax, a noted 
radiologist 


In an interview in New York, Dr. Strax, 


head of the Guttman Institute, a pioneer 
breast cancer detection clinic, said he and 
Dr. Eric Flam, a physicist, will report on 
the special black bra at a scientific 
meeting. 


The bra changes colors in response to 


heat, the same as the mood stone ring. 
Cancerous tissue tends to be hotter than 
normal in most cases. 


Dr. Strax said the report at the Third 


International Symposium on Detection 
and Prevention of Cancer in New York, 
will describe early investigations that 
show the black bra can be a tip-off for 
further Investigation if it changes color 
when worn once a month, at the proper 
time. 


He lilkened it to thermography — a 


heat picture of the breast. Sometimes, 
but not always, a "hot" thermogram, will 
show early cancer in a breast 


As he described it, the BEBI — for 


Breast Examination Bras Inc. — is first 
worn during an examination in a 
physician's office The doctor takes a 
color photo of the women in her BEBI. 


The woman keeps the picture with her 


medical records at home. Once a month, 
after her period and the time 


recommended for a breast self- 
exammabon, the woman would do the 
manual exam, put on her BEBI, then 
stand in front of a mirror. 


She would compare the color of the bra 


in the mirror with the original color pic- 
ture. If the bra instead of showing up 
black or brownish gives off hues or yellow 
or blue or green, it would show greater 
heat. 


"This would be an added stimulus and 


a part of breast self-examination educa- 


tion programs," Dr. Strax said 


Early detection is the motivation 


behind the bra, according to Dr. Flam, of 
East Brunswick, N.J. 


"Anything that would encourage more 


women to regularly examine their breasts 
ought to help to find more cancers early." 


That's precisely why Dr Strax said he's 


looking into the BEBI. He's going to 
broaden clinical testing of the special bra 
at the Guttman Institute. 


"If we find breast cancers earlier we 


could do less radical surgery,' he said. 


The liquid crystals, whose use on the 


medical front pre-dated their use in the 
mood-stone ring, are crystal particles that 
change color in reaction to heat 


An abstract of the Strax-Flam paper 


made this point 


"Any differences between the thermal 


patterns in the photograph and those seen 
in the mirror is an indication for the 
woman to contact her physician for a 
further examination

Ford's Worm We/come 
Was Costly For Lawmen

Although President Ford 


received a warm welcome in 
Lincoln Saturday, the welcome 
mat provided by local law en- 
forcement officials is proving to 
be costly. 


Lincoln Police Chief George 


Hansen estimated it cost the 
department $4,000 In overtime 
expenses alone to provide securi- 
ty for the President. 


The department already has 


spent about $2,000 in overtime 
pay to officers called upon to 
protect other presidential can- 
didates who are trying to woo 
local voters in Tuesday's 
presidential primary election. 


The money wasn't budgeted 


and money is tight. Local of- 
ficials can't plug in a budget 
figure because the President and 
presidential hopefuls just don't 
announce their travel plans a 
year in advance. 


The Police Department and 


other agencies probably will 
chalk up even higher protection 
bills this summer as presidential 
campaigning increases. 


Lincoln police officers joined 


numerous other federal and 
local police agencies in guarding 


Ford. The President gave the 
commencement address at 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
commencement exercises. 


Providing security for a presi- 


dent is the fulitime job of some 
1,300 Secret Service agents, ac- 
cording to Newsweek magazine. 
That agency's annual budget 
soared to $95 million last year. 


While lawmen may talk about 


overtime expenses, they get 
extremely tight-lipped whenever 
they're asked how many officers 
were on the job Saturday. They 
won't say for "security reasons." 


"That's one of two things we 


don't talk about," stated Secret 
Service spokesman Jack Warner. 


And what's the second thing? 
Said Warner, out of the ser- 


vice's Washington, D. C., office, 
"We don't make any comments 
about the personal lives of the 
people we protect." 


Secret Service agents flew into 


Lincoln last Monday to begin ad- 
vance planning. The Secret Ser- 
vice, along with FBI and other 
federal agents, coordinated ac- 
tivities with, the Lincoln Police 
Department, sheriff's office, 
State Patrol and Campus Police. 


The officers mapped out the 


route along which the presiden- 


tial motorcade would travel, 
computed travel times and es- 
timated the number of officers 
needed to watch roof tops, 
buildings, windows and people. 
Additionally, the officers check 
on people who may be security 
threats to the President. 


Employes from the traffic 


engineering division worked 
overtime setting up barricades 
and dosing off streets. 


The Lincoln Fire Department 


had three inspectors on duty at 
the Field House, where Ford 
spoke, and another inspector 
who manned the command post. 


The week of intensive plan- 


ning, cbeckjng and coordination 
among the various agencies is a 
marked change from presiden- 
tial security arrangements 26 
years ago. 


On May 8, 1950, when Presi- 


dent Harry Truman visited Lin- 
coln, he was guarded by his 
Secret Service agents — and only 
five state troopers. 


The precise security details 


mapped out for President Ford's 
visit will remain under wraps. 


As one officer said, "Who 


knows when he'll be back?" 
And, presumably, it's back to the 
drawing board once again.

Jan Gauger, Republican in-

11.694 to 11.995 mills, she 
pointed out. 


"Only through an increase in 


staff capabilities has the County 
Board been able to administer 
the total county budget ef- 
ficiently," she said.

Democratic fund-raiser, giving a 
well-received address where 
Carter wasn't expected to 
appear. 


But with Church's talk two- 


thirds done, it became obvious

Campaigning just before the 


Nebraska primary, President 
Ford voiced support for meat 
packer bonding legislation, 
marking the administration's se- 
cond switch of position on the 
issue. 


The call for bonding 


requirements to insure that 
cattlemen are paid for their 
stock arose after American Beef 
Packers, Inc., an Omaha based 
firm, entered bankruptcy 
proceedings last year leaving 
cattlemen holding approximate- 
ly $20 million in bad checks. 
American Beef has now re- 
opened some of its facilities and 
made arrangements to pay some 
of its debts. 


"I favor federal regulation 


when it is necessary as in the 
case of the proposed packer bon- 
ding legislation which is needed 
to protect livestock producers 
from losses suffered as a result 
of bankruptcies and other 
serious financial problems in the 
livestock packing industry," 
Ford said in a prepared state- 
ment distributed at a "Farm 
Forum" in Omaha Friday night 


Last September, the ad- 


ministration effectively scuttled 
packer bonding legislation by 
withdrawing its support as it 
came up for debate in the House. 


The House passed a packer 


bonding bill Thursday and sent it

to the Senate. It requires packers 
to cany a bond large enough to 
pay for cattle bought by a packer 
during a two-day period. 


Last September, the Ford ad- 


ministration said the bonding 
requirement was inconsistent 
with a growing feeling that there 
was too much federal regulation 
of private business. 


Rep. Charles Thone, R-Neb., 


sponsor of the legislation, said 
the administration "pulled the 
rug out from under us at the 
eleventh hour" last September. 


Thone said he never fully un- 


derstood the administration's 
reasons for dropping support. He 
said the new proposal, which has 
administrative support, "is sub- 
stantially the same bill." In a 
telephone 
interview 
from 


Washington Saturday, Thone 
said Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl Butz had apologized 
through an intermediary for 
scuttling the bill last year. 


Thone said he believes the bill 


has a good chance in the Senate 
even though it is opposed by 
large banking interests. He said 
the bill would prohibit packers 
from using meat as loan 
collateral until fanners have 
been paid for the cattle. That 
provision would effectively give 
farmers a higher priority in 
attempting to collect money 
from an insolvent packer.

Stricter Rules 


Omaha - Saturday's ninth race here at Ak-Sar-Ben should con- 


vince racing patrons that the three-man board of stewards isn't lax 
in its duties 


Stewards Noel Chilcutt, Jack Fickler and Bill O'Connor dis- 


qualified Devil's Pool, which finished second, and placed him sixth 
because he interfered with Sovereignali in the stretch run of the 
mile and 70-yard chase. Sovereignali was advanced to fifth. 


In recent years, Ak-Sar-Ben 


has received considerable adverse 
national attention because of the 
lack of valid objections, no in- 
quiries flashed on the tote board 
and generally lenient rulings. In 
fact, this was the major topic at the 
annual date-setting meeting of the 
Nebraska State Racing Commis- 
sion a few years ago 


Usually horses are disqualified 


for example, from first to second, 
or second to third. 


"When the horse runs out of 


the money, you have to place the 
horse doing the interfering behind 
the one who was interfered with. 
Jack Fickler 


In this case, the horse mat was bothered finished sixth, so we 
placed him fifth and the other one sixth," said Fickler, the state 
steward from Ceresco. 


"If the one horse had run out of a purse money spot (Ak-Sar- 


Ben pays purse money to the first six finishers), we would have 
placed the other horse last," Fickler added. 


inquiry Flashed 


Fickler said the inquiry sign was immediately flashed on the 


main tote board as soon as the incident occurred. He noted that a 
claim of foul was also lodged by the offended party. 


"We saw what happened and then flashed the sign. The same 


thing happened, in a race at Grand Island (during the Fonner Park 
meet this spring)," Fickler said. "Sometimes the riders think if the 
inquiry is on, they don't have to call with an objection. Bnt we've 
told them anytime during a race you think you've been foaled, to 
call us. 


"The incident Saturday was an obvious thing, but again you 


don't like to change the positions unless one horse took definite ad- 
vantage of another. You have to when the interference is obvious," 
Fickler noted 


Besides stricter interpretations of the rules for placing horses, 


Fickler said this year's Omaha meet will mete 10-day jockey 
suspensions instead of the five or seven-day penalties of previous 
years. 


"We're trying to protect the riders, horsemen and the public," 


he said. "It is stiffer, but the jockeys agreed with us that it will at 
least help the riders. We're supposed to have a meeting with the 
Jockey Guild Representatives pretty soon to formulate guidelines." 


It is unfortunate that a lack of action the past few years has to 


be interpreted as a case of somebody not doing something. 


"I've always felt that Omaha's stewards usually get a bad im- 


age because there-ate not more jockey suspensions. But face it — 
tbe rough riding that is prevalent at the New York and California 
circuits doesn't occur at Ak-Sar-Ben. 


What do you want the stewards to do — disqualify horses and 


suspend riders just because it's done in New York or California? 
The problems at the eastern or western tracks aren't necessarily 
problems in Omaha and the stewards have taken unfair blame in 
most discussions. 


"Right now. we feel this is a new year of racing and racing in 


Nebraska has come of age." Fickler said. 


•'That's true and Saturday's action by Chilcutt, Fickler and 


O'Connor indicate that the stewards won't tolerate obvious in- 
terference. For that they deserve the applause of all Nebraska 
racing fans.

ged. "I can't really say anything 
more than that." 


Miss 
Guthrie's teammate, 


veteran Dick Simon, took the car 
for a test run shortly after Sun- 
day's track opening. Simon, an 
expert chassis man, wants to 
check out the car's suspension 
before turning it over to Miss 
Guthrie. 


But as all eyes on pit row and 


thousands in the grandstand 
watched, he pulled back into the 
pits after two laps with a burned 
piston. 


The Vollstedt crew took the 


car back to Gasoline Alley and 
worked more than five hours 
before Simon brought it out in 
the final minutes of the day's 
practice session. Miss Guthrie, 
again, had to wait for another 
day. 


On Saturday, a bad clutch hub 


kept the car in the garage until 
shortly before the 6 p.m. closing. 
Then, when Simon finally took it 
out for a few laps, an oil line 
broke. 


And Janet's problems were 


not limited to her car. 


An airline mixup on Saturday 


left her belongings in Chicago, so 
she had to borrow a complete 
racing outfit and helmet from 
veteran Bill Vukovich. She had 
her own gear here by Sunday, 
but it did her little good as she 
waited nervously in her garage 
for the repairs. 


Should Simon not test the car 


the next time? 


''Oh. no, not at all," she burst 


out in laughter. "Dick saved the 
engine by turning it off fast"
